Diceetoy Reed Credited With Strong Statements Regard- 
ing Educational System—Hias Interesting Verbal Battle 
With Perrin Baker, M.L.A., at U.F.A. Convention 


Tho placid waters of the U.I.A. con- 
vention were whipped into a smart 
storm on Friday, when C. C, Reed, 
U.F.A. director for Wetaskiwin, called 
the education system of Alberta “an 
unmitigated farce,” and that they 
should “clean out the Augean stables,” 
in referring to those who mark exam- 
ination papers in Edmonton. 

“Tl am not here in the interests of 
politics,” said Mr. Reed, “nor that of 
the U.F.A.! I am merely speaking in 
the interests of truth.’ He said if 
they could not trust teachers to 
tabulate examination results, how 
could they trust them for 210 days 
in the year. “Teachers who carried 

’ on for 210 days are just as com- 
petent to balance those returns as 
the examiners in Edmonton who are 
getting $7 to $8 a day, and who were 
costing the province according to 
the minister of education, about 
$80,000 a year to accomplish what 
they were paying the teachers to 
do.” 

It was when Hon. Perren Baker, 
minister of education, arose to reply 
to what he termed the, “picturesque” 
language of Mr. Reed that the storm 
broke in all its fury. 


“When Mr. Reed says it is simply a 
questior of political pap, he is not 
talking the truth. It is a lie, and——” 

Here- the chairman, BE. J. Garland, 
M’P., rapped the table, and there were 
loud cries of “Order, order.” 


“I do not say that Mr. Reed is a 
_Har,”-said the minister, when quiet- 
ness had been restored.

Hon. Mr..-Baker said that he did not 
think the marking of, papers by teach- 
ers to be feasible. He explained the 
system whereby a standard had to be 
maintained. If they accepted the mark- 
ing of teachers, without them getting 
together there would be nothing but 
amuneven product when the returns 
came in. Mr. Baker said that a teach- 
er in every school was expected to 
send in a confidential report on those 
pupils who while sitting for examina- 
tion had not beén well in health, or 
who had been working under great 
strain because of sorrow in the home. 
That report, he said, w2s considered 
by the examination board in deciding 
the final results.

‘Mr. Baker reiterated “that in- alk 
elmentary. grades a teacher’ could pro- 
mote a pupil subject» to the approval 


of ‘the. inspector. There was nothing 
in the regulations or act to hinder a 
teacher from accepting a pupil in 
grade 9 under the conditions he had 
mentioned. In other words, there was 
nothing to hinder a child entering 
high ‘school without having written 
any examination. 


All this discussion came about ow- 
ing to a resolution having been intro- 
duced by the Didsbury Provincial 
Constituency Association requesting 
the: department of education to re- 
organize the _provincial high school 
course, so that pupils be given a cer- 
tain percentage of credit for their 
monthly examinations and for these 
to be added to the marks in the final 
examination. . 
Upon being put to the vote’ the con- 
vention turned .it down by an over- 
wheimiag majority.—Calgary Herald.

Recognition of Soviet Russia, a sub- 
Ject which was shelved during the 
early stages of the convention, was re- 
‘ived by a motion to reconsider by G. 
Johnson of Calgary. At the close of a 
lengthy debate it was approved by a 
substantial majority. 

Severance of relations with any na- 
tion was v2 dangerous step, Mr. John- 
son conteuded. Such ceyelopments 
generally were the forerunners of war, 
ind Canadian citizens faced with that 
possibility. had a perfect right to de- 
mand that the government give a full 
explanation as to the actual reasons 
for the rupture, 

H. Young of Millet, declared that the 
interests of Canadian business men 
and producers had been “sacrificed as 
a gestyre of reactionary imperialism.”

'Xpril'to December Inclusive; und'made 
plans:for. continuing the work through- 
out. the coming year. 

After conducting worship, the Minis- 
ter asked the congregation to appoint 
a chairman, and Mr. W. H. Odell was 
chosen to preside. Mr. BE. EB. Chand- 
ler, secretary of the congregation, 
read the minutes of the last annual 
meeting. This was followed by re- 
ports from the different departments 
of church work, namely, the Session, 
Official Board, Board of Stewards, 
General Sunday School, Cradle Roll, 
Beginners, “Adult Bible Class, Young 
People, Tuxis Square, C.4.1.T. Group, 
Trail Rangers, Women’s Missionary 
Society, Migsion Band, Ladies’ Aid, 
Choir and Secretary of Literature. 

The reports all showed a consistent 
desire, backed by earnest activity, to 
do God's will as laborers together with 
Christ. The reports also contained a 
great fund of interesting information 
to the congregation, only a few points 
of which we might mention. The resi- 
dent membership is 197, with over 50 
non-resident members. The Cradle 
Roll shows an enrolment for the year 
of 100 members, 17 of whom have been 
promoted to the Beginners’ depart- 
mont. The Sunday school enrolment, 
including the Cradle Roll, is 336. The 
attendance last Sunday was 216. 

The Stewards reported sufficient 
funds in the bank to meet all obliga- 
tions, with provision about completed 
for the coming year. Subecriptions to 
the Maintenance and Extension Fund 
werg. $646.26. In the Building Fund 
there is $423.87. The Ladies’ Aid, in 
addition to paying the taxes and mak- 
ing several improvements to the Manse 
have $890.28 in the Building Fund. 
The W.M.S. met,‘their full allocation 
of $195, as well as doing much mis- 
sionary work locally and throughout 
the Presbytery. The Mission Band 
raised $66.

Calgary, Jan. 20.—Hail insurance 
claims to the tolal of $2,515,00 
senting a toss of 17 per cent of the 
total risk involved, were paid in 1927 
by the municipal hail insurance board 
of Alberta, according to figures dis- 
closed by H. Tovell, chairman of the 
board, at the evening session of the 
U.F.A, convention. 

This amount, Mr. Tovell declared, 
was the heaviest, hail damage in 
similar ‘area ever recorded on the 
North American continent, and had 
placd the board in a position .where 
it had heen compelled to apply .its 
entire reserve in partly meoting the 
claims,

their return from the last, imperial con- 
ference, Mr. Young said, had stressed 
the autonomous status of the dominion, 
yet Premicr Mackenzie King “had 
fallen head over heels” in following 
the lead of the British government in 
severing relations with Russia, 

C, ast, Vermilion, declaring him. 
self a Canadian of two generations, de- 
lied anyone to accuse him of disloyalty 
in supporting the resolution. 

‘One delegate declared that the peo- 
ple of Canada should not. be stamped- 
ed by flag waving nor become alarmed 
lest independent recognition of Russia 
was construed as a sign of a breach 
with the mother country. 

Taking the opposite viewpoint, an- 
other speaker, advised the U.F.A. to 
“steer clear of the issue” and accept 
the decision of the government, whicli, 
he maintained, had fully exercised its 
autonomous power in acting in face of 
criticism which was bound to arise. 

“Premier King and his .cabinet col- 
leagues are just as good Canadians as 
the rest of us, and in dealing with the 
question on principle and not from the 
standpoint of dollars and cents we 
should unhesitatingly accept their 
judgment,” Col. C. W. Robinson of 
Munson, declared. “I think I know as 
much about Russia as anybody here, 
and I know absolutely nothing,” he 
added.

Be- 
side it she sent a diagram of how it 
had been cut, so that other mothers 
might follow her idea, So one little 
woman found herself in possession of 
first prize, and the simple shirt had 
proven to be a link between herself 
and lMterally thousands, all through 
the Canadian Handicrafts Guild. 


For 21 years the Guild has been 
operating under a dominion charter. 
Today it is the aim of-the organiza- 
tion to establish an autonomous branch 
in each province, so that the long 
fingers of the Guild may reach out 
even farther to touch—with comfort 
and cheer the hearts of those settlers, 
whose lot it is to live in the faraway 
places; not only that, but the Guild 
is greatly concerned with gathering 
into one great Canadian national 
craft the abundance of beauty and art 
that is being_brought in yearly by New 
Canadians from all parts of the world.

A river that loses itself so complete: 
ly that no trace of its course can be 
found for several miles, is one of the 
interesting features of Jasper National 
Park, Alberta, which, with an area of 
more than 5000 square miles, is the 
largest national playground [in the 
world. The name of this river is the

Provincial Weekly News Bulletin 


(Issued by Publicity Commissioner, 


The province of Alberta exported 
goods to the total value of $9,120,305 
to the United States during the year 
1927, according to the annual report of 
S. C. Reat, American Consul in Cal- 
gary. The total exports for the year 
show an increase of $764,660, or 17 per 
cent over the figures for the year 1926. 


Exports from the consular district 
of Calgary, reached a.total value of 
$3,331,776, an. increase of more : than 
$500,000 over 1926, and the Edmonton 
consular district exported products to 
the value of $3,841,729, an increase 
over 1926 of $117,768. Exports from 
the Lethbridge consular district 
amounted to $1,946,800, representing 
an increase of $128,004 over the pre- 
vious year. 

The total number of cattle shipped 
to the United States from Alberta in 
1927 amounted to 31,235 head with a 
declared export value of $1,215,686. 
: During 1926 export cattle numbered 21,- 
653, with a total export value of $630,- 
130. In hog exports the 1927 value was 
almost four times that of 1926. A 
total of 47,338 hogs was shipped in. 
1927 with an export value of. $982, 046, 
while in 1926 the number of hogs ex- 
ported reached ‘only 13,671 and were 
valued at $288,284. An increase is 
algo shown in the value of wool export- 
ed from the Lethbridge district, while 
a decrease is noted in exports of lum-

forms of philanthropic endeavor 
there ig perhaps no effort more popu- 
lar or more deserving of support than 
the care and protection of crippled 
{children from destitute homes. One of 
the strongest ideals of the Junior Red 
Cross branch of the-society is that of 
assisting and helping in every way 
possible those who cannot help them- 
selves, 

The organizers of the society ‘in Al- 
berta are continually running into 
cases in the country districts requir- 
ing the immediate investigation and 
action of the officers in charge of this 
branch. In addition to receiving ap- 
plications for admittance to these hos- 
Ditals in the usual way organizers go 
out into the highways and byways 
seeking such cases, and when they 
find them arrange for the ,trans- 
portation of the little sufferers to the 
nearest Red Cross hospitals. It has 
been mentioned that these children 
come from destitute homes. It is 
therefore necessary for the society to 
pay for the transportation and the 
children are often kept in these hos- 
Pitals for two or three or even more 
years until they are cured. The ex- 
pense of such an undertaking is need-

ELECTORAL SYSTEM PLAN 


Calgary, Jan. 21—The U.IF.A. con: 
vention at its closing session on Friday 
night, after President H. W. Wood had 
i Clarified the atmosphere, refused to 
place itself on record as requesting 
the provincial governmeht to make a 
redistribution of electoral districts in 
Alberta to divide people and not dis- 
tricts, giving each class the right to 
nominate and elect their own repre- 
sentatives to parliament. -This request 
was embodied in a resolution present- 
ed by the Craigmyle District associa- 
tion. ‘ 

Immediately after the defeat of this 
recommendation, the convention gave 


its approval to the principle of pro- 


portional representation and voted 
against any radical reduction in the 
total number of seats in the province. 


Led by Delegates H. Young of 
Millet, John Edgar of Thelma Lake, 
J. K. Sutherland of Acadia and Carl 
Axelson of Bingville, it was becom- 
ing apparent that te convention was 
'being swayed by the arguments of 
jthese speakers in support of the 
resolution, when President Wood 
swung into action. ; 

“There seems to be some mystery 
about this resolution,” he began. “It 
is_an insinuation that something does 
not exist that does already exist, 
People -of -different classes- already 
vote their own ticket in Alberta, and 
that is the basis of our political 
movement,” he said. ‘ 

Mr. Wood said that the farmers 
put their represetatives in the house 
j; at Edmonton to represent agriculture. 
Labor was doing the same thing. The 
other big element of the people in Al- 
berta was the urban interest, Yand we 
have been pleading with them to do 
the same thing, but they won't do it, 
and now we are being asked for some 
legislation which will make it possible 
to do something that the urban inter- 
est will not do.” ,

Plans ‘for throe toll highways for 
tho construction of which Alborta 
Trackways Ltd, {8 to ask tho pro- 
vincial fglfatire for a charter at 
Its forthcoming . session, have «now 
reachod R, A. Andison, clork to the 
houso, 

Three proposals ara embodied |. in 
the. plans—a: toll highway from Wd- 
monton to Calgary; ono “from. Cal- 
gary to Banff, and a third from 
Calgary to Coutts, Tho proposed toll 
highway from. Edmonton to’ Jasper 
Park, it is understood, will be om- 
bodied in a separate charter applica- 
tion; which, if granted, will be handed 
over to the Alberta Motor Assocla- 
tion. Pu a 

Daniel IF, Whitney of Calgary, o 
director of the Alberta Motor as- 
sociation, is one of tho originators of 
the scheme, while H. W. Lunney, 
prominent Calgary barrister, {s coun- 
sel for the company. ' 

The BWdmonton-Calgary highway, 
according to the plans, “will com- 


mence at the southern boundary of! 


the city of Edmonton, and will run 
south to Calgary over a_ private 
right-of-way already secured by the 
company, if the charter {s secured. 

The highway, which will be of 
cement construction similar to the 
great highways of the United States, 
will run south to Wetaskiwin’ west 
of the government highway, tg the 
northern boundary of the city of Red 
Deer, thence through the centre of 
Red Deer skirting the towns of Innis- 
fail, Olds, Didsbury, Carstairs, Cross- 
field and Airdrie, to the northern 
boundary of the city of Calgary. 

For the Banff section of the pro- 
posed toll highway, the road would 
leave Calgary at the c'ly limits on 
the north side of the Bow river. 

Toll rates, it is proposed, shall be 
set by the public utilities board, these 
to be as reasonable as possible, while 
taking care of the interest on the 
bond issue, upkeep on, the road, etc. 

The proposa.-has already attracted 
a large amount of favorable com- 
ment from motorists in Edmonton 
and central Alberta in general, the 
prospect of making the trip to Cal- 
gary in a few hours over a perfectly- 
surfaced cement road, and thence on 
to Banff, in return for a few dollars 
toll fee, apparently appealing strongly 
to many people. : = 

Such a. toll road, of course, would 
be in addition to the existing govern- 
ment highway, and there would be 
no compulsion on the autoist, to use 
the toll road if he’preferred the 
slower travel on the provincial high- 
way.

PROVINCIAL SEED 
PLANT -.REVIEWED 


w 


Calgary, Jan. 21.—W.- J, Stephen, 
fleld crops commissioner for Alberta, 
mado a comparison between prices re- 
celved for registered and commercial 
grain, in his seretarial report which 
caused an intense discussion among 
members of the Alberta Seed Growers’ 
association, Friday morning. 

Mr, Stephen in his report advocat- 
ing the advantages of growing regis- 
tered seed, pointed out thut the high- 
est price secured during the fall of 
1926 had been $1.37 per bushel for No. 
2 northern wheat, while for No. 1 reg- 
Istered wheat to be used for seeding 
“g high as $2.18 per bushel had been 
received. Argument was led by Major 
Strange that.this was an unfair com- 
parison because it did not show all the 
extra costs that 
farmer growing seed for seeding pur- 
poses to be sold to the government 
cleaning and grading station. The 
point was left unsettled as to whether 
the comparison should be included in 
the secretarial report. 

A woman asked how it was a neigh- 
bor of hers, who had bought the very 
best registered wheat for seed, should 


be marked No. 3 tough when he sold it} 


the next year. She was answered that 
owing to growing conditions even the 
best seed would not necessarily pro- 
duce a perfect crop in the first year. 
President D, H. Galbraith, M.L.A., of 
Vulcan, in presenting his report, stat- 
ed that an enormous amount of grain 
had been handled at the government 
cleaning plant and that most of it was 
of very poor quality and hard to class 
as registered. Extra help was used 
at the plant this year to handle the 
34,596 bushels of grain that were | 
cleaned and graded.
